Contrast these conditions 
twenty years ago with the effective organization 
practice Russia today, which several hundred 
thousand women have already been trained pilots, 
observers expert parachuters. 

The women Ethiopia, Spain, China, and other 
countries who fill the headlines the press, are all fight- 


ing basically for the same thing—the defense their 
homes. With the enemy their gates, they have cast 
aside all tradition and have taken arms defend 
themselves. But more significant even than these 
women who are fighting because they must, are news- 
paper reports and photographs women throughout 
the world who are training themselves for participation 
war, should prove necessary. 

Can Canadian women pooh-pooh altogether the idea 
that such destiny could await them? our women had 
face the same crises other women have endured, 
would they too elect take part war which, with- 
out question, would war modern 
warfare, bombs are respecters race, creed, color 
territory, and such struggle can envisage men and 
women fighting side side common cause. 

For the mechanization war has changed its form. 
relation whatever sex, and mechanization means 
anything, means the supreme application all science 
the destruction the human race. The chief task 
this method warfare destroy the enemy’s will 
war. Due advanced aviation and long-range fire, 
the methods employed will increasingly attacks upon 
centres industry and population. Noncombatants 
and civilians will the objectives 
and the safest place will probably the fighting lines 
—not home. 


NOW THE thought Canadian women taking arms 
defend their homes may seem like some fantastic 
dream some you. But when motor can reach 
speed three hundred and twelve miles hour; and 
airplanes, directed radio, approach the speed 
meteor—six hundred miles with mes- 
sengers death, seems that Canada longer 
rest safety behind thousands miles across oceans.

CHILDREN AND ACCIDENTS 


Accidents are the causes more deaths infants than 


three the most dreaded children’s diseases 


WILL surprise many learn that 
deaths from accidents infancy are 
greater number than those from 
measles, scarlet fever and diphtheria 
combined. America these deaths 
total more than 2,000 year. The 
large majority are preventable the 
infant has reasonable care. 

Canada the period 1933-35, 
there were deaths infants from 
accidents every 100,000 births. 
the United States the proportion 
reached per 100,000, the difference 
being due the country having 
large negro population. Among negro 
infants the accident death rate about 
double that white infants. 

Suffocation the chief cause this 
mortality, and accounts for about 
two thirds infant deaths from 
accidents. These are commoner 
winter than any other season, 
because babies being taken into 
bed with the parents for greater 
warmth. Soft pillows are major 
hazard the small baby. 

The swallowing foreign bodies, 
notably vomited food, responsible 
for about nine per cent these 
accidents, while burns and scalds add 
similar toll. Falls out bed, out 
windows, downstairs, etc., form an- 
other important cause such deaths. 


Poisons and fires help swell the total. 
Motor fatalities exhibit minimum 
accident rate infancy. They amount 
but five every 100,000. There 
has been very little improvement 
accidental infant deaths the last 
fifteen 

The fault usually lies with the 
parents. some cases they have 
neglected give the babies proper 
supervision; others they have lacked 
proper With adequate 
care hundreds infant lives, lost 
through accident, might have been 
saved, 

Instruction the kind should 
given doctors and nurses, for they 
know the dangers and how these 
dangers may avoided. 

Some mothers are very helpless 
baby emergencies. woman, other- 
wise intelligent and educated, called 
her doctor the telephone, telling 
him that her baby was convulsions. 
should she do?”
